REVISED RATES OF WAR BOXNTS FOR

The Commissioners of National Education give notice

The Bolshevist Peril. 


Hungary has joined the vanguard of 
Bolshevism, and it is reported that, 
while she has opened her frontier to 
Russia, she has declared a state of 
war with Serbia. The result is general 
rejoicing in the camps of anarchy. Lenin, 
although cautious, does not conceal his 
satisfaction, while the Berlin Workmen’s 
Council has sent a message to Budapest 
congratulating the latest converts to the 
Bolshevist creed and promising them every 
assistance. Meanwhile the cordon sanitaire 
is giving way at other points. Radek, 
the anarchist leader, who has done 
so much damage to civilisation already, is 
now installed at Vilna, plentifully sup- 
plied with agents and funds, and is con- 
ducting a Bolshevist campaign in 
Poland. Advantage is being taken of 
the confused state of the young republic 
to insinuate the Bolshevist lever under 
its foundations, Rumania, although still 
loyal to law and order, is in a very bad 
way. Hunger and privation have lowered 
her power of resistance, and she is a weak 
link in the chain which was formed to 
hold the Bolsheviks in check. Austria is 
rapidly preparing to follow the example 
of her sister State. Hungarian emissaries 
have been received in Vienna, and it ap- 
pears that steps are being taken to set up 
Soviet rule in the country. Should this 
happen, and Germany decide to throw in 
her lot with the rest, the States of Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia, even if they were to 
remain loyal to society, would inevitably 
be swamped. 
are in a similar position, and are 
less able to fight their own corner 
than either Poland or Czecho-Slovakia. 
Germany seems not yet to have made up 
She is using Bolshevism as a 
threat by which to terrorise the Allies, 
but, neyertheless, there is a large element 
in the country. which is sincerely anti- 


Bolshevist. The Socialists, however, are 


playing with fire, and the fire is becoming 
alarmingly strong. 


There are two ways of fighting Bol- 


shevism. 


One is by force, the other by 


negotiation, That the Council of Paris has 


decided upon the former vourse is clear. 
General Mangin has been summoned to the 
Quai d'Orsay, Rumanian troops have 
crossed the River Maros in Transylvania, 
and the Czecho-Slovaks are reported also 
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Esthonia and Lithuania 
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the Hungarians against an Allied inter- 
vention demands that no undertaking shall 
be begun unless immediate success is cer- 
tain. Poland has neither adequate forces 
nor adequate material, while there are 
55,000 Czecho-Slovak troops still in 
Silesia. If, therefore, Hungary is to be 
compelled by force. to renounce Bol- 
shevism, the onus of the expedition will 
fall on the shoulders of the Western 
Powers. This will be only a prelude to 
the greater struggle against Bolshevism 
in Russia. It is clear: that large 
bodies of troops must be sent by the 
Allies and America if order is to be 
imposed on Russia by force of arms. 
Germany, through the mouthpiece of 
General Hoffman, who has figured already 
in Russian affairs with inconspicuous 
success, tells the world that she will lend 
her aid if the Allies make their peace 
terms sufficiently enticing. 
she threatens to join the Russians. 
Marshal Foch and the other mili- 
tary advisers of the Peace Conference 
have been in Paris during the past few 
days, and, doubtless, decisions have been 
taken which will precipitate matters. ‘The 
cordon sanitaire has proved to be a failure. 
1f Hungary can be brought to her senses, 
the breach may be repaired. 

The other method of combating Bol- 
shevism, or what has now come to be 
known as Bolshevism, is negotiation, This 
great social evil was originally a great 
Bolshevism, as we know it 
to-day, is simply the running amok 
of the masses, and the ideal which 
inspired it at the start is forgotten by all 
save a few dreamers, with Lenin at their 
head. This extraordinary man states 
openly that he knows the harm which his 
creed will work on humanity; but away 
in the future, generations off, he sees the 
realisation of his “Utopian dreams. 
The policy of ignoring the Bolsheviks 
and of condemning not only © their 
excesses, but even their existence, gave 
them a decided advantage. Jt was obvious 
that Russia could not be ignored for ever. 
Even had Bolshevism remained within her 
frontiers, sooner or later she would de- 
mand attention.

Registration of Nurses. 


Rarely has opinion in the House of 
Commons been so unanimous as it was last 
night when the Nurses (Registration) Bill 
received a second reading. Members of all 
parties recognised in it a reform which is 
long overdue and a bare act of justice to 
the women who spend their lives in 
ministering to the sick. Attention has 
been directed more than once of late to 
the conditions under which nurses have to. 
work. Their grievances are very great. 
They undergo a long and expensive 
course of traiming before they are 
qualified. Although their hours are long 
and their work, always arduous, often ex- 
poses them to grave danger, very few earn 
more than á superior domestic servant. 
Their period of earning is comparatively 
brief, and it is impossible for them to 
make adequate provision for illness and 
old age. The public has given sympathetic 
support to the demand for an improvement 
in these conditions, and has subscribed 
liberally towards various funds organised 
for that purpose. The success of. the 
Nation's Tribute to Nurses, for instance, 
made it certain that in future our Irish 
nurses will not be absolutely dependent on 
the generosity of friends in their old age, 
or during times of enforced idleness. 
Voluntary effort can accomplish a great 
deal, but iis usefulness is limited. We 


believe that the Registration Bill will get to 


the root of the matter, and for that reason 
welcome it heartily. Briefly, it is pro- 
posed to raise the nurse’s vocation to the 
dignity and status of a great profession, 
and to create machinery through which all 
necessary reforms can be‘effected. There 
will be a General Council, formed of re- 
presentatives of the nurses, the Crown, the 
medical profession, and the general public. 
This Council will draft rules and regula- 
tions for the government of the profession. 
It will standardise nursing—that is to say, 
all persons desirous of entering the pro- 
fession will be required to pass the same 
tests. These tests, of course, will not apply 
to women who are practising nursing at 
the present time. The Bull provides for an 
interregnum of three years during which 
any nurse may register herself» The 
General Council will have power to set up 
divisional boards in England, Wales, Scot- 
land, and*Ireland, and these boards will 
report on all applications for registration. 
Captain Barnett, who is responsible for the 
Bill—it is a private measure—stated that 
he believed that 50,000 nurses were willing 
to register themselves as soon as it became 
law. He added that the administrative 
work of the proposed General Council 
would not cost the State anything, We 
hope that he was not unduly optimistic.

| peopled by a mixture of Poles and Germans. 
| To leave the country to Germany, ae it hase 
been hitherto, is to cut a large number of | 
Poles off from their newly freed countrymen, and | 
to hinder all real vigorous development of the ! 
country. To give the territory to the Poles } 
means separating three million Germans from 
their countrymen, and cutting East Prussia into 
two parts. In the heat of victory, nothing 
seems more simple than to take the latter 
course, and impose our will upon the van- 
quished; but that would be finishing the war 
with a peace that, as surely as the settlement 
of 1871, would contain in itself the causes of a 
new outbreak. And if in, say, twenty years’ 
time, Russia had recovered and were again one 
of Powers of Europe, prepared to 
support Germany in annexing this territory, 
would the other Powers care to risk another 
European war to prevent it? It is infinitely 
better to spend a few days longer in arriving 
at a settlement which can leave no danger of 
a new upheaval. 

In Central Europe the intermingling of races is, 
in parts, so intimate that the Ulster question is 
isimple by comparison. Central Europe 
strewn with Irelands. In some places several 
different races, different languages, and 
differert religions, are all mixed, and every part 
claims the right to ally iteelf with the people 
of its origin. Last week I had the privilege of 
visiting the rooms in Paris where experts are 
busy revising all the maps used in deciding fron- 
tier questions.

FATAL AEROPLANE SWOOP. 


OFFICERS’ REMARKABLE DEATHS. 

The deaths of two officers who were killed by 
a swooping acroplane while following the Duke 
of Rutland’s hounds in a trap, near Sleaford, 
Lincolnshire, were further investigated by a 
coronet at Cranwell Aerodrome yesterday. The 
dead officers, Captain Robin G. Dunn, 31, Lin- 
colushira, Regiment, and Second Lieutenant W, 
William John Pegg, 29, Warwickshire Regiment, 
were staying at Uaythorp Court, a convalescent 
hospital. 

Edward L. Abranam, the groom, who was 
driving, said that they saw the aeroplane follow- 
ing them some distance along the road. It 
suddenly appeared from behind a rick, and 
flying very low straight towards them, passed 
directly over the trap. “It came at us, and 
hit me on the side of the head,” said witness; 
‘it smashed up my hat, and this saved my 
head. All went dark, and the next thing [ 
remember was that I wag sitting in the trap, 
and both officers were sitting opposite me, dead. 
One was leaning over the trap in front, with 
his neck over the rail, which was bent beneath 
it, and the other officer had his head down on 
the seat. There was no aseroplane in sight, 
and no one about.” ,

THE RECENT REPORTS. 


Right Hon. W. J. M. Starkie addressed a 


e meeting under the auspices of the Ireland 
Branch of the Incor 
Assistant Masters in Belfast. last night, and 
initiated a discussion on the reports of the Vice- 
regal] Committees on Intermediate and Primary 
Education. Mr. C. R. Beaven, Chairman, pre- 
sided. 

Dr. Starkie, reviewing the various efforts 
which were made in the past to reform educa- 
tion in Ireland, said that he was not optimistic 
of results being achieved. Although he felt 
much in the position of Dr. Johnston in regard 
io gecond marriages, he allowed hope to triumph 
over experience. (Laughter.) There had been 
in hig time at least four occasions when hopes 
for the regeneration of Irish education seemed 
very bright. He was appointed from a position 
of ebseurity and absolute security in Galway by 
Lord Cadogan to his present job for the purpose 
of initiating reforms in Irish education. In 
1900 they entered enthusiastically upon a scheme 
of improvement after careful inquiry, but cold 
water was poured upon them in the form of a 
letter from the Treasury, which informed them 
that they could not allow reforms to be under- 
taken if these were to cost any money. Hence 
the results for the teachers of the grading sys- 
tem and many other things for which he had 
heen held responsible. Lord MacDonnell. sub- 
sequently tried to improve education, and ap- 
pointed two Commissioners. Then came Mr. 
Bryce and Mr. Birrell, the latter of whom kept 
him going on a few jests for nine years. 
(Laughter.) Mr. Duke then came, and he was 
going to do everythfig, but with regard to the 
som heat matter he é neraily took six months. 
hie last, however, had reason to be eatisfied with 
the grants for large echools, although the as- 
sistante and smaller schools were not eatisfied 
with the Duke erants: but that was due to the 
absence of money. After twenty years he was 
rather tired of this cutting down cf expense on

The payment of 
secondary teachers wos a discredit to the Go- 
vernment and the nation, Why it had been 
tolerated so long was because the nation took 
more interest in picture houses or a cat-anddog 
fight.

He seid that the 
principle of the bill had been already accepted 
by both Houses of Parliament—by the Lords in 
1908, and by the Commons in 1914. it em- 
bodied a reform that was long overdue. There

lt was proposed, under the bill, 
to establish a General Nursing Council, on 
which, in addition to those elected by the 
nursés themselves, there would be representa- 
‘tives of the Crown, medicine, and the lay ele- 
ment. The General Council of Nursing couid 
not be created in its final form at once, because 
it depended on an electorate, and could only 
be created through the register. Therefore, the 
bill provided for a Proviional Council, which 
would hold office for two years, and draw up 
rules and regulations to govern the profession 
of nursing. These rules and regulations would 
have to receive the approval of the Privy 
There was power to set up Divisional 
Boards in England, Wales, Scotland and Ire- 
land, to hold examinations under the curriculum 
established by the General Nursing Board, and 
report on applications for registration. There 
wes an interregnum of three years, during 
which any person who was bona fide carry- 
ing on the profession of a nurse would be en- 
titled to come forward and claim registration. 
The bill would standardise nursing. ‘here was 
no standard at pre ent. Every hospital was a 
law unto itse!*, The bill did not ask for-.State 
assistance. There were 80,000 practising nurses 
in the United Kingdom. and it was estimated 
that 50,000 nurses would register at a suggested 
nf two guineas each. That gave an income

KOLTCHAK’S SWIFT 
STROKE.

14th (delayed), says:—The envelopment of Ufa 
was completed on Wednesday by the occupation 
of the railway junction of Tchishma, and of 
Sterlitamak, the main road to Orenburg. 
Ufa was entered this morning, and, as there is 
practically no loophole by which the retiring 
Bolshevists can escape, it is belieyed that their 
whole Fifth Army is enclosed in a net.

While it is only fair to claim that British 
and French support bave maiterially helped 
Admiral Koltchak, it must be abundantly 
acknowledged that the results achieved are due 
principally to the sterling abilities of the man 
at the wheel and the discipline and gallantry 
of the officers and men of the new army. 
BOLSHEVIST ARMY IN A NET. 

The offensive from the Urals has proved a 
great success, the whole front having been ad- 
vanced, roughly, fifty miles. The remnants of 
the Bolshevist Fifth Army are now entrapped 
between Ufa and Tchishna, and is endeavouring 
to foree a passage westwards. 

Warned by experience at Perm, the Bol- 
shevists withdrew much of their material be- 
fore the railways in their rear were occupied, 
despite which supplies estimated at 20,000 tons 
have been captured. The prisoners counted so 
far exceed 5,000, and many have not been 
brought in. Great numbers of the enemy were 
killed. In the Sarapul sector the Bolshevists 
are making @ strong resistance, but are being 
forced back. 


ALLIED ECONOMIC BLOCKADE.

TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—Some time since Í wrote a letter to 
the Press, disapproving of the number of work. 
houses now maintained in Ireland, and of the 
numbers of rural district counci] and poor law 
guardian representatives. The present ig an 
opportune moment, in my opinion, for again 
referring to thie very important matter. is) 
number of poor law guardians and rural dis. 
trict guardians in Listowel Union ie eighty- 
seven—much too Jarge for efficiency. I deal 
with Listowel as I am better acquainted with 
it, being a member of it for twenty-six years 
and chairman for nine yearg previous to the 
passing of the Loca] Government Board Act. 

Listowel Union ig represented in the County 
Council by four elected members and the chair- 
man of the rural district council. The rural 
district counci] is really the spending body, 
as the county council must supply it with money 

the Ns Árus and the 
roads. How can the five county councillors 
take it on themeelves to undo what cighty- 
seven rural district councillors have done? It 
ig not likely that they will. 

If the Government want to encourage 
economy they will reduce the number of rural 
district councillors to five elected members and 
pay each £2 a week, and oblige them to hold 
weekly meetings, and supervise and check the 


| books, accounts, and establishment regularly. 


If any member ehould fail to attend the meet- 
ings—except through illness (on production of 
doctor’s certificate) or other valid causes—then 
hie subsistence allowance should be withheld 
agd his position become vacant and another 
be elected instead by co-option. If this dourse 
were adopted, it would lead to economy, and 
would be the means of eaving the ratepayers 
from £3,000 to £4,000 a year, or even more—a 
person fully competent to form an opinion 
RO assures mo.

MR. GALSWORTHY’S ESSAYS. 
One is glad that Mr. Galsworthy writes 
frequently for the reviews, but more glad 
that he takes trouble sometimes to gather 
a set of his occasional éssays in a form for 
reading afresh and for keeping. He isa 
pe of this generation, and that which 

e writes on fleeting occasions is often of 
lasting worth. Mr. Galsworthy’s morality, 
like his style, is deep-rooted, stromg, UP- 
right, having a somewhat austere grace. He 
is often moved, ohe feels, by a deep wrath ; 
but, since his habit is a quiet, though 
searching, irony, he has the air of retain- 
ing stores of moral energy to share with 
honest fellow-workers. He is not so much 
given to chiding that he will not give a 
kindly pat on the back to well-meant effort 
here and there. His constant mood is a 
keenly sensitive jealousy for beauty, which 
is for him, according to his subject, 
either moral honesty or artistic sincerity— 
qualities upon which he is sternly insis- 
tent. His thought is conveyed with a 
limpid and gleaming eloquence, unflecked 
with sign of effort; holding plentifully in 
solution both verbal felicity and allisive 
grace; following invariably its natural 
channel of terse and accurate expression. 

“ Love of country, which, like some little 
secret lamp, glows in every heart, hardly 
to be seen of our eyes when the world is 
at peace—love of the old, close things, the 
sights, sounds, scents we have known fram 
birth ; loyalty to our fathers’ deeds and 
our fathers’ hopes ; the clutch of Mother- 
land—this love sent our soldiers and 
sailors forth to the long endurance, to the 
doing of such deeds and the bearing of 
so great and evil pain as can never be 
told. The countries for which they have 
dared and suffered have now to play their 

art.” That is from the essay, “The 
Nead Work.” This next is from “ The 
Children’s Jewel Fund ” :—“ On the gene- 
ral question of improving the health of 
mothers and babies Í would remind readers 
that there is no great country where effort 
is half so much needed as here. We are 
nearly twice as town and slum-ridden as 
any other people; have grown to be fui- 
ther from nature and more feckless about 
food ; we have damper air to breathe, and 
less sun to disinfect us.” 

As in these two quoted sentences, 
throughout, Mr. Galsworthy marshals his 
arguments with an easy simplicity of 
phrase and arrangement. He knows no 
such thing as labouring a point. Mani- 
festly, he expects your immediate assent 
to his points; implicitly, he counts on 
your sharing his moral and intellectual 
earnestness. For while, as seer-prophet, 
he looks on many things in life and art, 
and finds them short of the standard that 
he deems meet for man and Britain and the 
twentieth century, as reformer-prophet he 
holds that standard steadily aloft. In 
one of these essays, after many pages of 
lamentation over the shortcomings of the 
community and the age, he suddenly ex- 
claims :—‘“‘ Enough of Jeremiads, there isa 
bright side to our civilisation. ... ‘The 
soundness at core of the modern man has 
had one long triumphant demonstration.” 
Let us be true to the best that is in us, 
and we shall not do too badly—such, in 
short, is Mr. Galsworthy’s healthy counsel.

A CATALOGUE OF DESTRUCTION, 

“Tes Monuments Francais détruits par 
Allemagne” is impressive by reason of 
the careful account which it gives of out- 
rages wrought in particular districts. M. 
ATrstne Atexandre does noí deepen the 
horror by the use of superlatives: he sets 
forth in clear French what actually hap- 
pened. Our only criticism on his fine book 
is that we are not always clear as to the 
dates to which his statements and his 
photographs apply. ‘Thus, there is a de- 
scription of Noyon which must have been 
penned before March, 1918. Until that 
date, as M. Alexandre’ points out, the 
Romanesque Cathedral, with its thirteenth 
century workmanship, remained almost 
intact. The German rush of last March 
fell upon Noyon on the 21st, day of the 
month. The old-world cathedral, the 
hétel de ville, the medieval streets, the 
Renaissance courtyards—all were de- 
stroyed by German shells. The cathedral 
had stood for six centuries, but it fell be- 
fore the kultur of Germany. The roofs of 
nave, choir, and aisles were burned, 
the vaulting fell. The high-pitched roofs 
of the towers vanished. On the eastern 
chapel fell shell after shell, and the beau- 
tiful vaulted annexe at the north-west cor- 
ner crashed to the ground. This scene 
can be multiplied by the dozen, and, as we 
read page after page of M. Alexandre’s 
book, the abiding impression left on our 
mind is that it is a libel on the ancient 
Huns to say that the present-day Ger- 
i mans are their representatives. 

The author is anxious to be fair, and 
succeeds in his aim. He admits that some 
of the destruction was, in time of war, in- 
evitable. But what are we to say of such 
ravages as those perpetrated at Coucy? 
There the Germans were retreating, a 
long way ahead of their pursuers, in 
March, 1917. There were, therefore, no 
military reasons for destruction, yet the 
beautiful chateau of Coucy and the Church 
of St. Simon were blown up. The author 
rightly regards this instance as one of 
the most brutal in the long tale of bru- 
tality which he records. The whole of 
France is covered in this book. Wherever 
M. Alexandre leads us there is the same 
story of vandalism of the most deliberate 
kind. 

The first part of this important hook 
contains a remarkably clear study of Ger- 
man ideas on war and civilisation. M. 
Alexandre analyses the conception of 
force with penetrating insight. What 1s, 
perhaps, the ablest part of his analysis is 
the logical contradiction after contradic- 
tion into which the German thinker is 
landed by his conception of force.

IN TIDAL WATERS. 

Mr. Cooke is the author of several use- 
ful books on yachting. His papers here col- 
lected—and embellished with some capital 
illustrations by Mr. ©. Fleming Williams 
—deal with cruising about the East Coast 
of England some twenty years ago. The 
fact that he and his companions “ were all 
youngsters under twenty ” accounts suffi- 
ciently, he seems to think, for the enthu- 
siasm with which they faced the North 
Sea in all seasons and weathers, and in 
all manner of second-hand craft. Perhaps, 
we hear too much of unseaworthy boats 
and inclement weather conditions, and 
suspect that, if the author had enjoyed a 
motor’ tour, we should have been regaled 
with a chronicle of faulty dynamos, accu- 
mulators, and so on. That Mr. Cooke 
could produce a volume of greater interest 
from a literary standpoint is shown by an 
isolated paragraph here and there. Take, 
for example, his fleeting impression of 
Dunwich, the bustling seaport of Anglo- 
Saxon days:—‘ The yacht was then pass- 
ing Dunwich, and... 1 had a good view 
of all that remains,of that once great 
Suffolk city. Dunwich, in its days of 
prosperity, we are told, boasted of fifty- 
two churches, a king’s court, a bishop’s 
palace, and an important harbour, but 
these now lie buried deep beneath the 
waters of the North Sea. All that remains 
of the former capital of East Anglia is a 
ruined church and a few picturesque 
fishermen’s cottages which nestle ‘neath 
the cliff. The church, the last of the 
fifty-two, stands on the very brink of the 
precipice, and any day may topple over 
into the maw of the voracious sea. A por-

THE PRISONER OF MAINZ. 

Mr. Waugh made a sensation with his 
first book, “The Loom of Youth,’’ but 
we must admit that we were not greatly 
enamoured of it. “The Prisoner of 
Mainz,” however, is written more natur- 
ally, and is less pretentious. It gives an 
excellent idea of a prisoner’s life in Ger- 
many from the point of view of an ima- 
ginative man, It is always moderate, and 
extremely fair, giving credit where credit 
is due, and making no capital out of iso- 
lated cases of cruelty. Mr. Waugh seems, 
indeed, rather to have enjoyed his sojourn 
by the rivers of Babylon. The fact that 
he was only eight months.in captivity has 
helped him to give a more or less objec- 
tive description of the conditions at his 
camp—he had not had time to become em- 
bittered. | 

In that short period, however, Mr. 
Waugh was able to grasp the essential fact 
about a prisoner’s life. Physical discom- 
fort was only of secondary importance: it 
was the mental strain of uncertainty 
which caused one to suffer. The attitude 
of Mr. Waugh towards the Germans is one 
of pity rather than of hate—

As then, ere misery had made me wise. 

He recognises the weaknesses of the Ger- 
man character, and, perhaps better than 
any other writer who has described his ex- 
perience in prison, has given a cold, clear 
estimate of his captors, untouched by 
malice and free from all personal grudge.

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THE HOMELANDS 


“The Homelands of Animals "’ was the title 
n interesting lecture delivered at the Royal 
College of Science, Upper Merrion street, Dublin, 
yesterday afternoon, by Professor G. H. 
Carpenter, under the auspices of the Irish Geo- 
raphical Society.

Rosorea Divorce Proceedings.—An application 
came before Mr. Justice Kenny in the Matrimonial 
Court, on behalf of Alice Mary Maguire, for an 
order fixing the alimony to be paid by her husband, 
Leonard CC. Maguire, a veterinary surgeon, of 
“Roscrea, County Tipperary, pending her petition for 
divorce on the ground ot respondent's alleged 
cruelty and adultery, which are denied. Mr. A. 
Kk. Wood, K.C., who, with Mr. K. Dockrell (in- 
structed by Messrs. John Clark and Co.) appeared 
for the petitioner, suggesied an alimony of £4 per 
week, and said respondent. who was a captain In 
the Army Veterinary Corps, had an income of 
£450 a year, and, in addition to this, his business 
in Roserea, which was being managed by his 
brother, yielded £600 a year. Respondent had 
written to his wife’s solicitors, suggesting he would 
allow her £200 a year for the support of herself 
and her children, and also suggesting that he 
might marry another person, whose name counsel 
did not mention. Mr. Swayne, K.C., with whom 
was Mr. Hugh Kennedy (instructed by Messrs. Wm. 
Reid and Co.), for the respondent, regretted that 
the letter had been read, and suid the offer of 
£200 a year was dependent upon certain circim- 
stances that would alter his financial position. 
Counsel suggested alimony at the rate of £12 
month. Mr. Wood accepted this offer, and 
Justice Kenny made an order accordingly. 

Stoker Divorce Petition..-[n the matter of the 
petition for divorce instituted by Ada L. Stoker

SEOUEL TO EDENDERRY SPEECH. 


A General Courtmartial. assembled in Ship 
street Barracks, Dublin, yesterday, to hear 
cha under the Defence of the Realm Re 
lations against Mr. J. J. Walsh, 26 Blessing- 
n street, Dublin, and Cork, the Sinn Fein | 
member of Parliament for Cork eA The 
President was Brevet Colonel H. G. H. Kennard, 
Reserve of Officers, and the Judge Advocate 
Captain E. V. Longworth. | 

he first charge was that the accused did an 
act calculated to cause sedition, in that on 
23rd February, 1919, at Edenderry, he spoke and 
ublished to a large númber of persons the fol- 
wing words, of words to the following effect :— 
“ Rebels all, though I was introduced as J. J. 
Walsh, of Dublin, I belong to the capital of 
Munster, rebel Cork. Though Cork did not play 
as good a part as Dublin in Easter Week, I 
can assure you that if another Easter Week 
comes our way, Cork will play its part, end 1 
hope the men of King's County will do the same. 
I see two pillgrs of the Empiré present. When 
the police were putting forward their grievances 
the other day, I saw that they objected to hav- 
ing to carry rifles. All I need say is that this 
can be easily remedied. Let them hand their 
rifles to their fellow-countrymen, and I will 
guarantee that they will not be used against 
them. As for the latest British atrocity, the 
attempt to plant Engitsh soldiers on the land in 
our midst, we have had several plantations in 
the past, some of which, I regret to say, were a 
success, but I can assure you the latest attempt 
will not be a success. In ‘the past the enemy 
were dealing with untrained | unarmed men, 
but now they have to deal with trainéd and 
armed men. If they are foolish enough to per- 
severe in their latest policy of planting English 
soldiers on the land of the Celt ‘they should be 
prepared to take the responsibility. The policy 
of Irishmen in tye past was all talk and no 
action, but it is the reverse now. If you wish 
to destroy this new attempt you should organise, 
and I can assure you that an Irish Republic 
will not be six months in being until the 
labourers and the sons of the small farmers 
will be planted in all the big ranches, half 
ranches, and large farms not properly culti- 
vated throughout the country.” e second and 
third charges were alternative charges of doing 
an act calculated to cause disaffection among 
the civilian population, and making statements 
by word of mouth likely to cause disaffection 
to His Majesty in speaking the words contained 
in the first charge. 

When the accused was asked by the President 
if he had instructed counsel or solicitor*to de- 
fend him, he replied that he refused to recog- 
nise the Court. 

Asked if he objected to be tried by any mem- 
ber of the Court, the prisoner said :—' I am not 
the least concerned. have already given my 
answer to that.” 

The swearing of the members of the Court 
was then proceeded with, and the accused re- 
fused to stand. 

President—Take the chair away. . Í 
Accused—You can lift me up if you like. 
President—Very well; lift him up. 

The military escort then lifted up the aceused 
and took away the chair. Some members of 
the public at the rear of the court were also 
requested to stand during the swearing of the 
Court. 

The charge sheet, was then read to the accused, 
who, in reference to the first charge, said he re 
fused to recognise that Court: e made ne 
answer io the other charges, and the Judge 
Advocate said that the Court would proceed as if 
the accused had pleaded not guilty. 

Captain William McWilliam, ah Connaught 
Rangers, who appeared as prosecutor, in oper: 
ing the case, said the speech was a clear sugges- 
tion to every person listening fo it—and ap 
parently a pious hope was expressed—that 
another Easter Week should take place, and 
the same desolation come. on the country as 
before 

Accused—I bo 80. 
Captain McWilliam—And when another Eastes 
Week would arrive the men of King’s County 
and Cork would take a better part— 
Accused—And so they will. 

Captain McWilliam went on to say that an- 
other suggestion of the accused was an incite 
meat to the people to prevent soldiers being 
placed on the land. Who deserved better to be 
placed on the land than those men Whose sacri- 
fices had saved the country? If the accused’s 
suggestion meant anything at all, it was that 
murder evea. would be resorted to to keep the 
soldiers off the land. 

Sergeant George Gardiner, R.I.C., Edenderry, 
gae evidence of being present at a meeting in 

ddenderry on Sunday, 23rd February, at which 
about 200 people were present. The meeting 
. was addressed by two speakers, the second of 
whom was the accused. Witness then repeated 
what the accused said, in words gimilar to 
those used in the charge. 

Cross-examined by the accused, witness said 
he did not know if the prosecution was in couse- 
| quence of the fact that the meeting was held in 

detaese of a proclamation. That meeting was 
not proclaimed. 

Constable Flynn, Edenderry, gave corrobora- 
tive evidence. : 

The accused made a lengthy address, “as an 
Irishman and member of Dail Eireann,” in 
which he protested, on behalf of his constituents 
and the Irish people, against the military 
tyranny which obtained in this country at the 
present time, and made jt impossible for the 
people to express in public their will and deier- 
mination. In the case under ¢onsideration, he 
advised the people of King’s County, to resisty 
even at the cost of their lives, any attemot at 
the appropriation of their property. He ad- 
vised them to arm, drill, and be prepared for 
the eventuality foreshadowed. e said, 
“ Weapons are made to kill as well as to cure.” 
They had brought him there amidst the glitter 
of bayonets, because he advised his people to 
resist this new attempt at*plantation. He could 
assure them for the information of their Govern- 
ment that before their plants had time to 
sprout they would be nipped in the bud. No 
doubt they could interpret that. At Edenderry 
he gave a bit of useful advice to the police, 
and he was sorry they had not acted on it. 
The British Government wasythe only Govern- 
ment in the world, since the tyranny of the 
Tsar's became defunct, that attempted to place 
limits on the activities of the peeple’s elected 
repré&entatives. He was not surprised at that, 
as he had always regarded the English as the 

houls of the universe, a natidn that fed on the 
Blood and the flesh-of subject humanity. . Eng- 
land claimed to be the champions of civilisation. 
They held in their iron grasp, or in their 
enakish grasp, one-sixth of thes universe, and 
they treated human beings as but chattels to 
be exploited. They expected him and the people 
he represented, who held a higher civilisation 
than they did, to accept their slavery and 
attach themselves to their chariot wheel without 
a murmur. They (Sinn Feiners) declined to do 
so, regardless of the punishment—punishment 
which they despised. The Government the 
courtmartial represented was not a government 
of civilisation, but of barbarism, and it, was his 
prayer, and it would be with his assistance, that 
men of his type would work for the extirpation 
of .the thing they called thé British Empire. 

The Judge Advocate, in summing «up, s«id the 
accused had made no attempt to suggest that 
he did not make the speech or the statements 
in question. It might seem to the Court un- 
fortunate that here, if the 20th century, anyone 
could have the medieval sentiments which the 
accused undoubtedly entertained, but that had 
really no direct bearing on the case. 

Evidence of the trial and conviction of the 
accused at previous courtmartial was given by 
Sergeant Johneton, R.I.C., and rgeant 
McDonagh, R.I.C., and certificates of convictiva 
were. handed in by Captain MeWilliara.
